rents of all hearts it gyakes manifeſt, and is a Reprover of the 
workersofiniquity 3 it ſeeks not hing of this world, neither joyns 
ro the glory thereof ; ic comes from God, and ſeeks the glory of 
©. . God, and this is the ſent of God, who is true, and no unrigh- 
teoufneſs in him, he comes forth from the Father, and comes 
into the world, not co deſtroy the world but to bear witneſs un- 
to the Truth, that all in the Truth might believe; he is meck ond 
lowly, peaceable and gentle, full of mercy, goodneſs and c 
fon, he loves his enemies, and doth good to thoſe that hate 
im; there is no ſtrife in him, but a patient ſuffering and for- 
bearing; when he is reviled he revileth not again, when he ſuf- 
fers he threatens not, but as a Lamb he is led to the laughter, and 
neither cries nor lifts up his voyce in the ſtreets; he is come forth

From time to time delivered us from the wrath of unreaſonable 


men and thus we have experienced his everlaſting loving kind- 
neſs, and his wonderful Works we are made to declare gmongft 
the Children of Men, that all may know there is no God like un- 
to our God, unto whom alone we look, and our eye is towards 
him, and we cannot joyn with weapons of War, nor with'any 
Party who is ſtriving with them, but we ſet all mien aſide in the 
Work of our God, and cannot meddle with other mens matters,

fterrour to you, and brings fear upon you, it is your own con- 
ſciences for chere is your trouble terrour and fear, and it will 
- recrific , ond fearfulneſſe will ſurprize you who are in the hy- 
poet:iſie, ſor it is the ſame that paſſed through Mypt of old, and 
wrought mighty ſignes and wonders upon Pharaoh and all the 
#eyptians who ſtood in their hard-heartednefle and would not 
obey the Lord, nor let Iſrael go, though God ſent Moſes to ſead 
them̃ out of Ægypt, and from under Pharaobs power, yet he wich- 
ſtood the Lord, and his heart was hardened againſt the mighty 
God, until every houſe was ſearched, and the firſt- born was 
tmitten and died, and then there was a cry amongſt the Ægyp- 
Hansg and great fear was upon the Eand, and then s the time 
come in which Iſrael ſhould be ſer free: yon muſt read that can;
